APPOINTED 


TOURING  October  the  First  Presidency  announced  that  President  LeRoy  H. 
Duncan  of  Centerville,  Utah,  has  been  appointed  to  succeed  President  Evan 
P.  Wright  as  South  Arfican  Mission  President. 

Accompanied  by  Mrs.  Duncan  and  their  three  children,  Elna,  14,  Dale,  12, 
and  Rulon,  9,  President  Duncan  is  expected  to  arrive  in  Cape  Town  at  the  end 
of  the  year  and  will  assume  his  new  responsibilities  approximately  one  month 
thereafter. 

The  new  mission  head  served  in  South  Africa  as  a  travelling  Elder  from  1926 
to  1929,  and  will  be  remembered  and  warmly  welcomed  by  many  old  friends.  He 
formerly  laboured  in  the  Cape,  Transvaal  and  Bloemfontein,  and  was  serving 
as  Cape  District  President  at  the  time  of  his  release. 

President  Duncan  was  born  in  Centerville,  Utah,  February,  1906,  a  son  of 
G.  Walter  and  Florence  Hardy  Duncan.  He  received  his  schooling  at  the  Center- 
ville Schools,  Davis  High  School  and  the  University  of  Utah.  Since  returning 
from  his  first  mission  he  has  owned  and  operated  a  wholesale  fruit  and  produce 
business. 

The  newly  appointed  President  has  been  active  in  the  Church  from  his 
youth.  He  was  superintendent  in  the  Sunday  School  of  The  Centerville  First 
Ward;  a  member  of  the  South  Davis  Stake  Sunday  School  Board;  President  of 
the  Elder's  Quorum;  Bishop  of  the  Centerville  First  Ward,  and  has  been  Presi- 
dent of  the  Davis  Stake  since  1945.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  chairmanship  of 
the  Salt  Lake  Welfare  Region. 

On  June  1,  1937,  President  Duncan  married  Nora  Cook  of  South  Weber,  the 
ceremony  taking  place  in  the  Salt  Lake  Temple. 

Mrs.  Duncan,  a  school  teacher  by  profession,  will  work  with  the  women's 
organizations  of  the  Mission.  She  has  taught  in  practically  all  of  the  Auxiliary 
organizations;  has  served  as  a  member  of  the  Presidency  of  the  Centerville  Ward 
Primary,  and  as  a  member  of  the  Primary  Board  of  the  South  Davis  Stake,  and 
at  present  is  a  member  of  the  Primary  Board  of  the  Davis  Stake.

He  is  C.  S.  (Charlie)  Matkin. 
member  of  a  pioneer  Mormon 
family  in  Canada.  In  the  Scout 
movement  he  is  Assistant  Pro- 
vincial Commissioner  for 
Alberta  and  prizes  the  honours 
that  have  come  to  him. 

He  wears  the  Medal  of  Merit 
for  outstanding  work  in  Scout- 
ing presented  to  him  by  His  Ex- 
cellency Lord  Bessborough,  then 
governor-general  of  Canada,  in 
Calgary  in  1932,  and  the  Bar  of 
that  medal  was  added  in  1950. 
Besides  he  wears  the  Canadian 
Boy  Scout  Long  Service  Medal. 

Matkin  says  it  was  an  exper- 
ience never  to  be  forgotten  as  it 
carried  him  into  a  new  world — 
the  world  of  the  Western  Arctic. 

The  trip  was  made  by  char- 
tered plane — covering  5.000  miles.

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DOUGHNUTS 

2  Yeast  cakes  1£  cups  sugar 

£  cup  water  1  egg 

1  tsp.  sugar  1  tsp.  salt 

2  cups  milk  2  tsp.  cinnamon 

3  cups  flour  2  tsp.  nutmeg 
£  cup  melted  fat  or  cooking  oil 

Method: 

First  step:  Soak  yeast  in  £  cup  of  water  and  add  1  tsp.  sugar. 
Scald  milk  and  cool  to  luke  warm.  Add  3  cups  flour,  then  stir  in 
yeast  mixture  and  let  raise  double. 

Second  step:  Melt  fat  and  add  slightly  beaten  egg,  sugar, 
salt,  then  add  to  yeast  and  flour  mixture.  Add  enough  extra  flour 
to  make  dough  stiff  (about  2  to  3  cups).  Knead  15  minutes  and 
allow  to  raise  double  in  bulk. 

Third  step:  Roll  out  and  then  cut  £  inch  thickness  with  a 
doughnut  cutter.  Place  on  clean  dish  towel  and  cover  with  towel 
and  let  raise  one  hour.  Gently  place  the  doughnuts  in  hot  oil  or 
fat.  Fry  as  many  at  a  time  as  can  float  easily  on  the  surface  of 
the  oil.  Drain  on  brown  paper.  Dust  with  castor  sugar  or  icing 
sugar.    Makes  about  6  doz.

In  each 
discussion  it  is  written  that  this  rite  was 
part  of  the  teaching  and  practice  of  the 
primitive  Christian  Church.  The  "Britan- 
nica" reports:  "How  realistically  the  effect 
of  baptism  is. conceived  is  evident  also  from 
a  curious  custom  which  was  the  practice  at 
Corinth.  (Cor.  15:29)  "IF  A  CHRISTIAN 
died  there  unbaptized,  another  had  himself 
baptized  in  the  place  of  the  dead  person, 
naturally  in  the  belief  that  the  sacramental 
action  would  also  have  its  effect  in  the 
other  world  upon  the  person  who  had  died. 
And  traces  of  this  'vicarious  baptism'  -can 
actually  be  shown  in  various  places  even 
into  the  fourth  century."  (Vol.  3,  p.  82, 
Baptism,  The  Apostolic  Age.)

TOO  FEW  MEN  OF  GOD  IN  WORLD 
DECLARES  GENERAL 

"WITH  THE  monstrous  weapons  man 
already  has,  humanity  is  in  danger  of  being 
trapped  in  this  world  by  its  moral  adoles- 
cents Our  knowledge  of  science  has  clearly 
outstripped  our  capacity  to  control  it,  said 
Gen.  Omar  Bradley,  in  a  recent  Washing- 
ton address.  "We  have  too  many  men  of 
science,"  the  general  set  forth,  "but  too 
few  men  of  God. 

"We  have  grasped  the  mystery  of  the 
atom  and  rejected  the  Sermon  on  the 
Mount.  Man  is  stumbling  blindly  through 
a  spiritual  darkness  while  toying  with  the 
precarious  secrets  of  life  and  death. 

"The  world  has  achieved  brilliance  with- 
out wisdom,  power  without  conscience.

HE  first  commandment  given  to  man 
was  to  "...  be  fruitful,  and  multiply  and 
replenish  the  earth  ..-."*  That  is  still  the 
will  of  the  Lord  today.  However  the  duty 
of  the  parent  does  not  end  here,  I  would 
say  it  only  really  starts  with  birth.  The  re- 
sponsibility of  rearing  those  children,  to 
honourable  manhood  and  womanhood, 
rests  upon  the  heads  of  the  parents. 

"And  again,  inasmuch  as  parents  have 
children  in  Zion,  or  in  any  of  her  stakes 
which  are  organized,  that  teach  them  not  to 
understand  the  doctrine  of  repentance, 
faith  in  Christ  the  Son  of  the  Living  God, 
and  of  baptism  and  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  by  the  laying  on  of  hands,  when 
eight  years  of  age,  the  sin  be  upon  the 
heads  of  the  parents."2 

The  Latter-day  Saint  parents  then  arc 
commanded  to  have  children  and  to  rear 
them  properly.  Sometimes  I  wonder  if 
parents  do  not  feel  that  they  are  too  busy 
to  bother  with  children.  If  parents  wish  to 
control  their  children,  let  them  first  control 
themselves,  then  and  only  then  may  they 
be  successful  in  bringing  their  children  into 
perfect  subjection  to  their  will.  We  must 
teach  our  children  principles  of  righteous- 
ness while  they  are  young.  Impressions  re- 
ceived in  infancy  are  lasting.  President 
McKay  said:  "The,  home  is  the  place  where 
the  parents  must  lead  out  in  obedience, 
honesty,  fidelity,  truthfulness,  courage,  true 
dignity  and  courtesy.  If  they  do  not  -set  the 
proper  example  the  Mother  worries  over  a 
wayward  son,  the  neighbours  over  a  rude 
boy,  the  city  over  a  reckless  youth,  the  state 
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by  Elder  Lowell  D.  Wood 


over  a  dangerous  man,  and  the  nation  over 
the  sad  news  of  a  dark  assassin." 

Mothers  are  the  moving  instruments  in 
the  hand  of  Providence  to  guide  the  des- 
tinies of  nations  and  the  truly  great  men  of 
the  world  have  been  taught  at  their 
Mothers'  knees  the  eternal  principles  of 
truth  and  obedience.  Abraham  Lincoln, 
President  Joseph  F.  Smith  and  President 
Heber  J.  Grant  are  true  examples  of  what 
Mothers  can  do  for  their  children. 

Emerson  said,  "Life  is  hardly  respectable 
if  it  has  no  generous  task,  no  duties,  or 
affections  that  constitute  a  necessity  of  ex- 
istence. Every  man's  task  is  his  life  pre- 
server." 

We  all  have  a  big  and  important  task,  we 
must  live  the  gospel  but  the  parents  have  a 
greater  task,  a  nobler  duty,  that  of  rearing 
their  children  to  pray,  and  walk  uprightly 
before  the  Lord. 

I  wonder  how  many  parents  kneel  down 
with  their  children  and  ask  the  Lord  to 
guide  and  protect  them?  One  of  the  great- 
est privileges  of  the  gospel  is  to  kneel  to- 
gether in  family  prayer,  and  ask  God  to 
grant  you  your  daily  bread;  to  ask  for 
health  and  strength  and  to  thank  him  for 
your  many  blessings.  I  know  of  no  other 
method  that  will  unite  a  family  more  or 
will  bring  more  family  love  into  the  home 
than  family  prayer.  It  is  a  wonderful 
blessing  to  all  Saints  and  should  not  be 
neglected. 

Parents  should  also  teach  their  children 
to  be  courteous  and  polite.  They  should 
teach  their  children  manners  and  instruct 
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them  how  to  be  reverent.  They  should 
teach  their  children  to  observe  the  Sabbath 
day  and  to  keep  it  holy.  Parents  must 
teach  their  children  to  be  chaste  and  pure 
and  virtuous  in  thought,  word  and  deed. 
The  child  also  must  be  taught  to  study,  to 
seek  out  of  the  best  books  of  learning, 
knowledge  and  wisdom,  to  be  modest  and 
to  respect  their  elders  and  to  have  respect 
for  the  Priesthood. 

These  responsibilities  do  not  rest  upon 
the  heads  of  the  parents  alone.  How  thank- 
ful we  should  be  that  the  Lord  in  His  wis- 
dom has  made  it  the  duty  of  the  Branch 
Teachers,  Sunday  School  and  Primary 
teachers  to  help  to  rear  the  children  in  the 
gospel.  It  is  the  duty  of  all  of  us  to,  "Build 
the  boy  and  lay  the  foundation  for  the 
temple  of  manhood"  but  if  we,  "neglect  the 
boy,  manhood  may  be  little  more  than  a 
tavern."  Let's  all  teach  the  children  by 
example  and  by  precept. 

These,  then  are  some  of  the  duties  of 
parenthood,  however  the  children  must 
not  feel  that  they  have  no  part  of  the  re- 
sponsibility. I  feel  that  too  many  of  us  for- 
get the  great  commandment,  "Honour  thy 
Father  and  thy  Mother."1  How  many 
children,  after  a  moment's  careful  con- 
sideration can  say  truthfully  that  they 
honour  their  parents  fully. 

I  would  like  to  advise  the  children  to 
honour  and  obey  their  parents.  Never  do 
anything  that  you  wouldn't  want  them  to 
know  about.  You  are  old  enough  to  know 
good  from  evil.  If  your  parents  ask  you  to 
something,  do  it  with  a  song  in  your  heart. 
You  owe  everything  to  your  parents  and  if 
you  will  but  follow  their  example  and 
teachings  you  will  bring  a  great  amount  of 
happiness  into  their  lives,  and  into  your 
own. 

Let  your  parents  know  that  you  are 
grateful  to  them  for  the  things  they  have 
done  for  you  and  show  them  your  gratitude 
by  your  lives.  There  is  a  story  about 
Clarence  and  his  Mother,  it  is  so  very  true 
to  life  that  we  can  all  gain  a  lot  from  it. 

Times  had  been  hard  since  the  death  of 
Clarence's  Father  and  his  Mother  had  to 
take  in  washing  for  an  income.  One  morn- 
ing Clarence's  Mother  called  to  him  a  little 
bit  earlier  than  usual,  saying:  "Come  now, 
son,  you  will  have  to  get  up.  We  have  a 
larger  wash  than  usual  today,  it  will  re- 
quire a  lot  of  wood." 

Clarence  made  no  complaint  but  dressed 
and  went  to  the  wood  shed  where  he  cut  a 
woodbox  full  of  wood.     Then  he  wrote  a 


note  to  his  Mother  and  placed  it  under  her 
plate  at  the  table  When  they  came  to 
breakfast  the  Mother  found  the  note  which 
read,  "Mother  owes  Clarence  two  and  six 
for  cutting  a  woodbox  full  of  wood." 

The  Mother's  countenance  fell  for  a 
moment  and  then  she  went  to  her  small 
earnings  and  found  half  a  crown  which  she 
gave  Clarence 

There  wasn't  much  said  at  the  table  that 
morning,  but  the  Mother  thought  a  great 
deal  as  she  worked  throughout  the  day 
The  next  morning  Clarence  found  a  note 
under  his  own  breakfast  plate  which  read: 
"Clarence  debtor  to  mother  for  going  down 
into  the  valley  of  the  shadow  of  death  to 
give  him  life — nothing.  For  board  and 
lodging  nine  years — nothing.  For  clothing, 
washing  and  mending  nine  years — nothing. 
Total— nothing." 

Like  Clarence,  little  do  many  children 
realize  what  they  owe  to  their  parents.  I 
would  like  to  admonish  the  children  to  be 
more  devoted  to  their  parents.  Your 
parents  know  best,  and  if  they  are  living 
the  gospel  they  are  privileged  to  receive 
inspiration  for  the  benefit  of  the  family. 

Children  and  Parents  alike  then  have  a 
task  to  perform  and  an  obligation  to  each 
other,  and  if  these  duties  are  discharged 
faithfully  your  home  will  be  a  Christian 
home.  Brigham  Young  said:  "I  have  felt 
in  many  instances  the  parents,  and  the 
children  are  falling  far  short  of  a  proper 
Christian  home.  We  should  so  live  that 
our  friends  and  neighbours  will  see  the  ex- 
ample of  our  homes  and  know  that  the 
gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  is  being  lived  there. 
If  every  person  who  professes  to  be  a 
Latter-day  Saint,  was  actually  a  Saint,  our 
home  would  be  a  paradise,  there  would  be 
nothing  heard,  nothing  felt,  nothing 
realized,  but  praise  to  the  name  of  God, 
doing  our  duty,  and  keeping  his  command- 
ments." As  there  is  only  one  way  to  enjoy 
the  blessings  of  the  gospel  and  that  is  by 
obedience  to  the  laws  of  the  church,  there 
is  only  one  way  to  have  peace  and  love  and 
good-will  in  your  homes  and  that  is  by 
living  the  laws  and  observing  the  com- 
mandments which  the  Lord  has  laid  down 
for  us. 

If  we  all  live  the  gospel  our  homes  will 
be  more  than: 

A  roof  to  keep  out  the  rain. 
Four  walls  to  keep  out  wind. 
A  floor  to  keep  out  cold.

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"Marriage  constitutes  the  most  sacred 
relationship  existing  between  man  and 
woman.  It  is  of  Heavenly  origin  and  is 
founded  upon  Eternal  principles.  As  a  part 
and  portion  of  the  great  plan  of  salvation 
devised  for  Adam's  race  before  this  world 
was  made,  it  is  destined  to  continue  not 
only  while  time  shall  last  but  throughout 
all  eternity.  Indeed  it  is  an  exigency  upon 
which  man's  happiness.  Glory  and  Exalta- 
tion depend  and  which,  in  the  wisdom  of 
God.  must  of  necessity  continue  as  the  seal 
of  the  natural,  legitimate  and  inevitable 
domestic  union  of  the  sexes  forever."' 

Such  have  been  the  teachings  of  our 
prophets  on  marriage,  the  grandest,  most 
exalting  principle  connected  with  the 
Gospel.  We  have  been  taught  that  noth- 
ing should  be  held  in  greater  sacredness 
and  honour  than  this  covenant  with  God. 
by  which  spirits  of  men — the  off  spring  of 
God  in  the  spirit — are  privileged  to  come 
into  this  world  in  mortal  tabernacles. 

There  are  four  important  factors  which 
every  Latter-day  Saint  should  bear  in 
mind  in  connection  with  this  subject: — 

1.  Marriage  is  Ordained  of  God. 

Our  Heavenly  Father,  Himself,  per- 
formed the  first  marriage.  He  united 
our  first  parents  in  the  bonds  of  holy 
matrimony  and  commanded  them  to 
be  fruitful  and  multiply  and  replenish 
the  earth. 

2.  Every  Marriage  Should  Be  Eternal. 

Marriage  was  ordained  before  the 
foundation  of  the  world,  before  death 
came  into  it.  It  is  an  eternal  principle 
upon  which  the  very  existence  of 
mankind  depends.  Divorce  is  no  part 
of  the  Gospel  plan  and  has  been  intro- 
duced because  of  the  hardness  of  heart 
and  unbelief  of  the  people.  When  the 
Pharisees  asked  Christ:— 

"Is  it  lawful  for  man  to  put  away  his 
wife."  He  answered  them:  "Have  ye  not 
read,  that  he  which  made  them  at  the 
beginning  made  them,  male  and  female, 
and  for  this  cause  shall  a  man  leave  his 
father  and  mother,  and  shall  cleave  to 
his  wife:  And  they  twain  shall  be  one 
flesh.  What  therefore  God  hath  joined 
together,  let  no  man  put  asunder."  He 
also  said  "Moses,  because  of  the  hardness 
of  your  hearts  suffered  you  to  put  away 
your  wives,  but  from  the  beginning  it  was 
not  so."2 

3.  Perpetual  Family  Relationships. 

The  sweetest  joys  of  human  life  spring 
from  the  home  and  family  associations. 
If  all  domestic  relationships  were  to  be

obliterated  with  the  closing  of  the  cur- 
tain of  mortality  we  would  certainly 
not  need  to  ask  "Death  where  is  thy 
sting?"  However,  through  obedience 
to  this  covenant  we  are  promised  that 
the  family  will  continue  as  a  unit  in  the 
kingdom  of  God.  The  teaching  of  the 
world  that  there  shall  be  no  family  re- 
lationship, no  marriage,  no  claim  by 
parents  upon  their  children  will  verily 
prove  true  to  all  who  reject  the  counsel 
and  commandment  of  the  Almighty 

4.    Blessings  That  Await  Those  Who  Abide 
This  Law 

"Then  they  shall  be  Gods,  because  they 
have  no  end.  therefore  shall  they  be 
from  everlasting  to  everlasting,  be- 
cause they  continue;  Then  shall  they  be 
above  all  because  all  things  are  subject 
unto  them.  Then  shall  they  be  Gods, 
because  they  have  all  power,  and  the 
angels  are  subject  unto  them."  '  The 
gift  promised  to  those  who  receive  this 
covenant  of  marriage  and  remain  faith- 
to  the  end  is  that  they  shall  have  power 
of  eternal  increase,  which  is  part  of  the 
glory  of  Eternal  Life. 

The  Lord  says  of  those  who  keep  his 
covenants  and  are  faithful  and  true 
are  sealed  by  the  Holy  Spirit  of 
Promise: 

"They  are  they  who  are  the  church  of 
the  firstborn.  They  are  they  who  are 
Priests  and  Kings,  who  have  received  of 
his  fullness  and  of  his  glory.  And  are 
Priests  of  the  Most  High,  after  the  order 
of  Melchizedek,  Which  was  after  the  order 
of  Enoch,  which  was  after  the  order  of 
the  Only  Begoten  Son.  Wherefore,  as  it 
is  written,  they  are  Gods,  even  the  sons 
cf  God— Wherefore,  all  things  are  theirs, 
whether  life  or  death,  or  things  present, 
or  things  to  come,  all  are  theirs  and  they 
are  Christs,  and  Christ  is  God's,  And  they 
shall  overcome  all  things.' 

This  is  the  glory,  incomprehensible  and 
immeasurable,  that  awaits  those  who 
enter  into  the  new  and  everlasting  cove- 
nant and  live  worthy  and  pure  lives. 

Joseph  F.  Smith  said:  "I  would  rather 
take  one  of  my  children  to  the  grave  than 
I  would  see  him  turn  away  from  this 
Gospel.  I  would  rather  follow  their  bodies 
to  the  cemetery  and  see  them  buried  in 
innocence,  than  I  would  see  them  cor- 
rupted by  the  ways  of  the  world.    I  would 
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rather  go  myself  to  the  grave  than  be  asso- 
ciated with  a  wife  outside  of  the  bonds  of 
the  new  and  everlasting  covenant.  Now, 
I  hold  it  just  so  sacred;  but  some  members 
of  the  Church  do  not  regard  the  matter. 
Some  people  feel  that  it  does  not  make 
very  much  difference  whether  a  girl  mar- 
ries a  man  in  the  Church,  full  of  the  faith 
of  the  Gospel,  or  an  unbeliever.  Some  of 
our  young  people  have  married  outside  the 
Church;  but  very  few  of  those  who  have 
done  it  have  failed  to  come  to  grief  .  .  . 
There  is  nothing  that  I  can  think  of,  in  a 
religious  way,  that  would  grieve  me  more 
intensely  than  to  see  one  of  my  boys  marry 
an  unbelieving  girl,  or  one  of  my  girls 
marry  an  unbelieving  man."  These  words 
express  the  feelings  of  a  man  who  had  a 
deep  understanding  of  the  gospel  princi- 
ples. To  him  marriage,  outside  the  bonds 
of  the  new  and  everlasting  covenant  was  a 
tragedy. 

While  it  is  not  possible  for  all  members 
to  be  married  in  the  temple,  it  is  neverthe- 
less the  Duty  of  every  Latter-day  Saint  to 
live  so  that  he  may  be  worthy  of  receiving 


this  ordinance  at  some  future  date.  The 
Latter-day  Saint  who  has  no  ambition  to 
establish  a  home  and  give  it  permanence 
has  not  a  full  conception  of  the  sacred  duty 
which  the  Gospel  imposes  upon  him.  A 
happy  marriage  should  be  the  goal  of 
every  Latter-day  Saint-  So  many  people, 
when  their  marriages  go  wrong,  blame 
their  partners.  They  think  that  if  they 
had  perhaps  chosen  better,  their  lot  would 
have  been  different.  While  it  is  admitted 
that  there  are  cases  where  this  is  true, 
many  do  not  find  the  happiness  they  had 
hoped  for  in  married  life  because  of  their 
own  shortcomings. 

A  girl  once  remarked,  "Life  is  so  dull 
and  uninteresting.  If  only  I  could  get 
married,  I'd  surely  be  happy."  Why  is  it 
that  people  think  that  just  to  be  married 
is  happiness?  Perhaps  romantic  novels 
and  movies  with  the  inevitable  end  that 
the  couple  lived  happily  ever  after  is  the 
cause  of  this  erroneous  conception.  Mar- 
riage does  not  always  make  people  happy- 
About  one  third  of  the  people  who  marry 
find  that  it  makes  them  unhappy.  Mar- 
riage does  not  solve  people's  problems,  it 
presents  them  more  often  than  not  with 
new  ones.  If  you  find  life  dull  and  unin- 
teresting before  marriage  there  is  but 
little  chance  that  you  will  change  after 
marriage.  He  who  rejoices  in  life  before 
marriage  will  have  more  cause  to  do  so  in 
marriage,  and  he  who  bemoans  his  lot 
without  marriage  may  have  double  reason 
to  do  so  in  marriage.  The  first  step  to  a 
happy  marriage  is  to  learn  to  live  happily. 
Live  a  useful,  worthwhile  life,  live  for  life's 
own  sake.  A  person  who  has  developed 
an  interesting  wholesome  personality,  who 
knows  the  meaning  of  good  living,  will  con- 
tribute towards  a  happy  and  lasting  mar- 
riage. 

A  cheerful  disposition  is  an  important 
requirement  for  the  success  of  marriage. 
There  is  so  much  routine,  work  and  con- 
cern in  marriage  that,  if  we  are  inclined 
to  let  little  things  get  us  down,  married  life 
will  be  burdensome. 

Another  quality  which  is  most  essential 
in  Human  Relationships  is  emotional 
maturity.  Immature  people  have  the  most 
difficulty  to  live  with  others.  They  are  in- 
clined to  let  their  emotions  get  the  better 
of  them..  Jealousy,  envy,  intolerance  and 
temper  tantrums  of  the  emotionally  imma- 
ture are  disastrous  to  marriage.    A  mature

person  understands,  loves,  co-operates  and 
has  acquired  the  gift  of  living  amiably 
with  others.  He  is  considerate  of  other 
people's  feelings  and  has  his  emotions  well 
under  control. 

A   problem   which   arises   frequently   in 
the  mission  is  that  of  marriages  between 


members  and  non-members.  While  some 
wonderful  converts  to  the  church  have 
been  made  through  such  marriages,  they 
have  more  frequently  resulted  in  unhappy 
marriages  or  inactivity  on  the  part  of  the 
members  concerned.  Where  a  staunch 
member  is  involved,  the  church  is  more 
likely  to  form  a  barrier  of  disagreement 
and  resentment  rather  than  a  means  of 
strengthening  the  bonds  of  love  which 
exist  between  husband  and  wife.  Little 
wonder  that  Church  leaders  have  at  all 
times  warned  the  saints  against  marrying 
an  unbeliever. 

"That  they  shall  teach  their  children  to 
pray  and  walk  uprightly  before  the  Lord," 
is  the  first  and  foremost  responsibility  of 
every  parent.  The  Lord  has  commanded 
us  in  these  latter  days  to  teach  our  children 
the  Gospel  of  faith,  repentance  and 
baptism.  What  happens  in  the  home  where 
one  of  the  parents  does  not  have  a  testi- 
mony of  the  gospel?  A  child  needs  parents 
who  are  happy  in  their  adjustment  to  one 
another,  who  are  working  toward  the  ful- 
filment of  an  ideal  of  living,  who  love 
their  children  with  a  sincere  and  unselfish 
love,  and  are  able  to  provide  them  with  a 
wholesome  emotional  background-
